Our Citizen Police Academy is on the 
cutting edge of community oriented 
policing in America. Designed after a 
traditional police academy curriculum 
and teaching methods, citizens 
experience a rare inside look at law 
enforcement.  
  
During the 3-hour weekly sessions, 
participants are introduced to a variety of 
legal, community and public safety 
topics. These topics are designed to 
orient citizens into the police 
department’s functional and operational 
procedures. These courses are not 
intended to train the participants as 
police officers.  
  
The academy is taught by sworn police 
officers and other legal and field experts. 
Participants will have the opportunity to 
meet the Chief of Police, the Mayor and 
other staff members. They are 
encouraged to ask questions and 
engage in dialogue on police and 
community issues.  
  
Our goal is to strengthen relationships 
with our community by giving citizens a 
better understanding of how their police 
department operates and how they can 
contribute.  
 

 
 
The Citizen Police Academy will kick 
off with a welcome from the Chief of 
Police. Throughout the following 
weeks, participants will have the 
opportunity for both classroom and 
hands on experience in the following 
law enforcement topics:

The staff of the Chief of Police, through 
an application process, selects the 
Citizen Police Academy participants. 
Potential candidates for the academy 
must meet the following criteria: 
 
• A minimum age of 18 years old 
• A resident or employee in the City of 
  Alameda 
• No felony arrests 
• No misdemeanor arrests 
• An interest in law enforcement, the 
  desire to have fun and make new 
  friends 
 
Class size is limited to twenty-five 
participants for each session.   Classes 
meet Tuesday evenings from 6:30 p.m. 
to 9:00 p.m., at the Alameda Police 
Department.
